Years before, students in 
search of nutritional 
rejuvenation. waited in_ lines 
stretching around the Student 
Union, just to place their order. 
Today hungry students enter 
through gleaming turnstiles into 
a 15 X 22-foot cubicle of 
self-service. 

Food is prepared. while you 
wait at the grill counter. Hors 
d’oeuvres are concentrically 
aligned to facilitate student 
selection. Refreshment is 
available around a pentagon of 


dispensers featuring Orange 
Bang, coffee, fruit punch and 
lemonade. 

Although congestion reigns in 
the cubicle authorities hope that 
“when everybody finds their 
way. . .it will all work out.” 

Last year, only three or four 
students were able to order at a 
time. Congestion at this hub of 
student concentration 
access to the facility.

recommendation sent to the 
Governor.

“This -bill, like any bill, is 
easily . amendable,” | Johnson 
continued. “It could be easily 
changed from ‘review and 
recommend’ to ‘controlling’ or 
‘directive’. 

The purpose of the new bill is 
to replace the present 


commission made of trustees 
from all over California. The 
weakness in the present system 
is that it pertains only to higher 
education and doesn’t include 
such areas as adult education 
and in-service training programs. 
The Postsecondary Commission 
would be over all areas beyond 
high school. The second reason 
was the need for an unbias 
commission of impartial 
members.

Speaking to an overflowing 
room. of SAC students and 
nuclear physicist 
Stanton T. Friedman recently 
challenged NASA _ and_ the 
United States government to use 
the results of research and data 
date on 
“Unidentified Flying Objects’’ 
(UFO's) to help develop an 
entirely. new ‘‘electromagnetic”’ 
approach to flight. He said this 
would make possible ‘‘noiseless 
and__ pollutiontess’’ flight in 
aircraft that could fly 
‘‘up-over-and-down” without 
huge airfields. 

Having worked on the Pioneer 
Ten spacecraft now on its way 
to Jupiter, Friedman said that he 
believes the U.S. government is 
witholding vital information that 
will help confirm the existance 
of UFO’s. 

Fhe problem stems, according 


to the scientist, from the 
existence of a ‘‘laughter curtain” 
which keeps invaluable 
information from being 
disclosed. ‘The real problem 
with UFO’s is a psychological 
one,’ he stated. ‘‘Many older 


eminent scientists are unwilling 
to give up their notions of 


hits SAC} campus parking laws

“Il am convinced that the 
evidence is overwhelming that 
the earth is being visited by 
intelligently controlled -vehicles 
whose origin is off the earth. 
The evidence which convinces 
me is in the form of testimony 
and pictures from _ witnesses, 
from all over the world, whose 
character is such that their 
testimony about anything else 
would be accepted as valid.” 

He explained that for more 
than 25 years, there have been 
reports of objects -- not just light 


However, Friedman said that 
the term ‘Unidentified Flying 
Object’’ should be disbanded in 
favor of “Earth Excursion 


Module”. ‘‘This term is far more . 


descriptive,’ he explained, 
“since EEM’s have many 
features in common with our 
own Lunar Excursion Module. 
These include the ability to 
hover over, land and take off 
from unprepared sites in the 
boondocks, to rendezvous with a 
mother ship and to carry strange 
looking Humanoids, who wander 
around, collect specimens, and 
then take off again.” 

He added, ‘‘The _ fastest 
manned flying craft now in use 
are the round, symetric, squat, 
wingless, tailess, Apollo 


*’ Command Modules, which look 


far more like reported UFO's 
than like normal airplanes. 
But no matter who chooses to

Authorities enforce

The SAC Security and Traffic Force has concluded it’s annual 
‘‘grace’’ period of leniency toward those parking illegally on campus, 
and as of last Wednesday (Sept. 26) began’ issuing citations and/or 
tow-away authorizations. 

Citations will be issued to those who park without permits in 
campus lots, as well as drivers who “create” their own parking stalls. 

Tow trucks will be the primary weapon against vehicles blocking 
traffic lanes, or parked in red and yellow zones. 

The fines levied for violation of parking regulations will be 
doubled if neglected, and could ultimately be used in restricting the 
students’ vehicle to off-campus parking, or in action preventing the 
guilty party’ from attending SAC for a determined period of time.

Those night-owl tennis buffs 


who are searching around 
Orange County for lighted 
courts’ will soon find a new 


haven -- Santa Ana College. 


Fulfilling a long-standing 
promise made when the SAC 
tennis courts - were _ initially 


installed, the City of Santa Ana 
(which owns the property where 
the courts arg located) will put 
up lights on the campus facility 
sometime next spring, according 
to George Pace, director of 
Campus Services. 

But the added service won't 
come free! Gene Laumeister, 
Santa Ana _ City _ recreation 
superintendent, said that to help 
pay the light bill, which thé city 
will be responsible for, there will 
be a $1 per court fee for anyone 
using the tennis courts after the 
lights are turned on. 

While plans are yet tentative, 
the lights are expected to cost 
about $8,000, Pace explained. 
Also included in the expansion 
project are rest rooms, which are 
required by California State law. 

Laumeister stressed that the 
lighted courts will be open to 
both SAC students and the 
general public. ‘“‘However,’’ he 
added, “ 


tennis classes and the SAC tennis 
team will take priority, as far as 
court utilization is concerned.” 

While lighted tennis courts 
will undoubtedly make many 
sports enthusiasts extremely 
happy, by extending their tennis 
day, not everyone shares this 
enthusiasm.
